yes 
- All the disciplines of the social science seek to the question the existence of the human 
being 
- However each specialized discipline is a specialized field in dealing with a specific 
aspect of the human being 


Context: historical & social 


Historical context 
- Political, social, and cultural and economic environment related to historical moments, 
events and trends 
- To shed light on how such things came to be and what were the thoughts of the people 
had to create it 


Social context 
- “Milieu” how someone reacts to something depending on their immediate social or 
physical environment 
- Affects our perception of the different things that have already been deeply ingrained in 
our lives 


Historical and social context of anthropology 
‘On the origins of species’ charles darwin 
- Filled with western biases (during its early stages/origin) 
- Was a limited and narrow practice 


> Franz Boas (American anthropologist who was named as “father of american anthropology” 
due to his works and ideas being the foundation of anthropology as a discipline) 
- Debunking false science regarding anthropology 
- Not biased/ broke the european demeaning, biased, and false takes on non western 
people 
- Physical anthropologist (studied human anatomy and how human body developed) 
- Believed that human behavior and trait are both natural and nurtured 


- _ Introduced the concept of the cultural relativism 
> don’t be racist, be open minded 


- Four fields of anthropology

> Linguistics 
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Karl marx 
- People should be able to decide how when and where to consume these resources 
- labor theory 


- Communism (kind of democracy but instead of electing representative, its a direct 
democracy where everyone participates in making decisions) 
- Goal: establish an equal ang freer society 


Power structures in politics 
Democracy 
- System of government where in the needs and wants of the people are followed 
(1) Direct democracy - everyone 
(2) Representative democracy - elect leaders who represents us

Autocracy 
- Individual person or a group of people acting as a singular entity

Plato 
- Laid several key foundations on politics 
John Locke 
- “Father of liberalism” 
- Classical liberalism -> neoliberalism 
> Human nature 
- Characterized by reason and tolerance 
- Believed that human nature allowed people to be inwardly selfish 


PSYCHOLOGY 

Wilheim Wundt 
- German psychologist 
- Separated psychology from philosophy and biology 
- “Father of experimental psychology” 


- Used scientific research to understand how people thought and thinks by looking at 
behavior and reactions and patterns of action to tell what the human mind if thinking of 
- Healing both external and internal 
Sigmund Freud 
- Austrian neurologist 
- Father of psychoanalysis 
- Said a bunch of things with his “studying” 
- Used cocaine 
- You love your mothers so much 


> psychoanalysis 
‘Oedipus complex’ 
(1) Castration anxiety (for boys) 
(2) Penis envy (for girls) 


>Emphasis on raising of children and having parent figures/ models 
>Be the parent you want or you needed if you become one 
>Main take away: Formative stages of a child is one of the crucial stages of child 
development (we attach ourselves to parental figures and develop our 
> when you want to understand a person, talk to their parents 
- Personality: a person personality is made up of 3 psychic structures 
(1) Id 
(2) Ego 
(3) super-ego 


> id - primitive and instinctual part of the mind based mostly on desires 
- Acts on Impulsive thoughts/desires/cravings 
- Largest, most powerful structure in the mind 
- Kids don't have that sense of logic yet, babies/newborn are pure id 
- Weare born with it, slave to primal instinct, you don't think, you act on it 
> ego - how we are influenced by external world 
- Part of the id which has been been modified by the direct influence of the 
external world 
- How do i achieve what i want with considering the consequences in mind 
- Logical, analyzes and thinks of acting in a smart way 
- Attain pleasure/desire with thinking of the consequences, how can i attain it in a 
the best possible way, avoids pain 
- Point the id in the right direction 
> super - ego: perhaps the smallest/weakest structure in the mind 
- incorporates values and morals, conscience 
- its job to talk to the ego, we can achieve what we want but in a good way 
- control the id and guide ego in choosing what is moral 
- conscience and ideal person

Horse - Id, Man - Ego : Ego stir the id, jiminy cricket - super ego 


Erik Erikson 
- German-American psychologist and psychoanalysis 
- psychological developments: There are stages in a person’s circle of life from the 
moment you are born until you die 


- Stages of psychosocial development 
(1) Trust vs. mistrust - infancy 
(2) Autonomy vs. shame and doubt - early childhood 
(3) Initiative vs. guilt - preschool 
(4) Industry vs. inferiority - school age 
(5) Identity vs. role confusion - adolescence 
(6) Intimacy vs. isolation - young adulthood 
(7) Generativity vs. stagnation - middle adulthood 
(8) Ego integrity vs. despair - maturity

SOCIAL DISCIPLINES
